Four Persons Face 
Panel on Nylons; 
4 Women Give 
Butter Story 


Black m ark e t nylons and illegal 
“tie-in” sales for scarce b u tter r a ­ 
tions — 
th e 
bane 
of 
women 
throughtout the nation — received 
the attention of the Price Control 
Panel of the K ingston Rationing 
Board a t its weekly hearing yes­ 
terday a t the miftiicipal auditor­ 
ium. 
W ith evidence m ounting against 
the clandestine nylon traffic, m em ­ 
bers of the Panel launched an in­ 
tensive investigation th a t is ex­ 
pected to reach wide aspects be­ 
fore the inquiry is completed. 
A protest case against “ tie-in” 
sales—a procedure w herein a cus­ 
tom er allegedly is forced to spend 
a m inim um am ount of money be­

pound of b u tte r or a comparable 
unit of m e a t—w as opened yester­ 
day, but absence of the defendant 
precluded final action in the h ear­ 
ing. 
W arning Is Issu'ed 
Panel officials, issuing a sharp 
w arning to all local food and m eat 
retailers, said the test case had 
grave implications and if testi­ 
mony subm itted is substantiated it 
would expose a nefarious practice 
th a t is allegedly prevalent in m any 
Kingston m arkets. 
The complainants w ere four wo­ 
men whp testified th a t they visited 
a local m ark e t and purchased or­ 
ders under $3. Although the m a r­ 
ket had b u tte r for sale, the women 
alleged, they w ere denied a q u a r­ 
ter pound because they had not. 
purchased a t least $3 w o rth of 
items. 
The clerk a t the store, the wo­ 
m en testified informed th em th at 
they could have b u tte r if they 
bought a t least $3 w orth of goods. 
W oman Buys, Gets B utter 
T hree of the women abandoned 
fu rth er efforts to secure butter, 
but the fourth purchaser filed a 
protest w ith the O.P.A. and then 
returned to the m ark e t w here she 
purchased $3.60 w orth of goods. 
It was then, she said, th a t the 
clerk gave her a q u arter pound of 
butter. 
The other th ree women who 
were denied b u tte r because their 
original bill did not am ount to $3 
corroborated the fourth w om an’s 
testimony and said thev heard the 
clerk rem ark th a t b u tter would 
not be included in any order un­ 
der $3.

Dawson and Hunter do not call them "cured" yet, 
because it is only a few months since they were 
treated and more time is needed to be sure the 
germs causing the trouble have really been de­ 
feated. 

Two re­ 
lapsed when treatment was stopped but they are 
in excellent condition. The other three patients 
died.

Two men for years prominent 
in the industrial and political life 
of Ulster county, died in October, 
1928. 
The 
men 
were 
Philip 
Schantz who died in Highland on 
October 9, aged 70 years, and Eu­ 
gene F. Patten, who died Octo­ 
ber 14, at Milton, aged 82 years. 
Mr. Schantz was the acknow­ 
ledged leader of the Republican 
party in southern Ulster county 
for years. He was bom in the 
town of Lloyd on June 6. 1858. 
and when a young man became in­ 
terested in politics, serving the 
town of Lloyd in the Board of Su 
pervisors for several terms. 
He was elected sheriff in 3894, 
and in 1916 he was elected county 
treasurer. 
Mr. Schantz was a big man phy­ 
sically, and his genial good na­ 
ture endeared him to a wide circle 
of friends. For years he was a 
close personal friend of the late 
Philip Elting, who served as Re­ 
publican leader of the county for 
years. 
Mr. Patten was a power in 
Democratic politics in southern Ul­ 
ster. He served as supervisor in 
the 70\s. In 1882 he was elected 
state assemblyman, and again in 
1893 and 1897 he served on the 
board of supervisors. He was re­ 
elected in 1903 and served on the 
board during 1904-05. 
The month of October, 1928. was 
marked in the city by the death 
of two outstanding men. Dr. John 
G. O'Leary who died October 19. 
and the Rev. Adam Schmidtkonz 
who died October 19. 
Dr. O’Leary and his brother, 
“Dr. Will” for years were widely 
known physicians of 
this 
city. 
They started practicing their pro­ 
fession here in 1914. 
The 
Rev.

Schmidtkonz 
served 
the 
Trinity 
Evangelical 
Lutheran Church on Spring street 
for 35 years before he retired. He 
first became pastor of the church 
in 1888. During the many years 
he

church here he was very active 
in the religious life of Kingston. 
The 37th annual convention of 
the Ulster County Christian En­ 
deavor was held October 20, 1928, 
in. the Reformed Church in Port 
Ewen. 
Henry Lamouree of Blue Moun­ 
tain was elected president; Lu­ 
ther C. Dixon of Hurley and Harry

presidents; Milton T. Townsend of 
Kingston, secretary; Miss Beatrice 
Powley of Kingston, assistant sec­ 
retary; Edwin H. Hummell of Port 
Ewen, treasurer, and the Rev. A. 
J. Coffey of Phoenicia, pastoral 
counsellor. 
New Paltz was chosen for the 
1929 convention.

the desire for special privilege and

the Wagner Act passed in 1935 
—the law that was to reduce ,he 
number of strikes and give labor 
its most useful device for the im­ 
provement of its wages and work­ 
ing conditions. 
Management has been goaded 
to more and more resistance to 
union demands because the scales 
have not been held even. A law 
that makes mediation imperative 
and puts the public interest above 
the right of any organized group 
I to interrupt transportation orto 
deprive the nation of needed ma­ 
terials is essential. But it cannot 
be a one-sided law that puts ob­ 
ligations on unions without put­ 
ting equal responsibility on man­ 
agers. In the end, a government 
arbitration tribunal to prescribe 
settlements in certain industries 
necesary to 
health 
and public 
safety will have to be provided 
and it will be a sad day when the 
present 
system of voluntarism, 
which has been abused by organ­ 
ized groups, breaks down alto­ 
gether. Legislation ought not to 
be necessary but unfortunately it 
has become necessary.

HOUSING 1$ almost as Impor­ 
tant to vegetable aeedlings which 
have been transplanted outdoors 
for the first time as it Is to GIs 
and others. 
The young plants 
need protection from the hot sun 
and drying winds for a few days 
until they get settled in their new 
home. 
Newly set out plants can be 
shaded 
from the hot sun 
by 
means of a row of shingles up­ 
ended together, as Illustrated in 
the accompanying Garden-Graph. 
Berry boxes can also be used 
to form a “pup" tent over Indi­ 
vidual plants for p r o t e c t i o n 
against sun and wind, as illus­ 
trated. 
On very windy days it 
may be necessary to put a stone 
on top of each box to hold it 
¿down. 


Flower pots or newspapers held 
In placs by stones can also be 
used as temporary housing for 
young planta 
It is always advisable to re­ 
move the covering after the sun 
goes down so the planta will get 
the full benefit of evening dew or 
ram which may falL 
Seedlings sheltered and kept 
from wilting after transplanting 
will

established

quickly and grow Just that much 
faster. 
Best time for transplanting op­ 
erations is on a day that is cool, 
cloudy and calm. Some garden­ 
ers find it a good plan to do 
transplanting in the evening so 
that the plants have the cool, 
dewy night to get their roots to 
working again after the shock ¿f 
being moved^

Our sales of shirts during 
last Fall were not over 25 per cent of any prewar 
year and the sales were very much lower than they 
were during any prior wartime year.

per cent but sales of ready-made draperies in- 
creased 170 per cent. 
" . . . Sales of dresse% for one to six-year-old 


children decreased 50 per cent and for schoolgirls 
from seven to 16, dress sales declined 72 per cent. 
"... During the same period, total overall re- 


tail sales and profits reached a new high, primarily 
because of extremely heavy sales of high-priced 
novelties and gifts 
and 
less essential apparel. 


Novelty jewelry increased 80 per cent; luggage 92 
^sr cent; handbags 60 per cent; fountain pens sev- 
eral hundred per cent; novelty aprons 67 per cent;

One school of thought says it 


will not be accomplished by legis- 
lation. Another school says legis- 
lation is the only way. 


Actually the so-called pro-labor 


group in Congress and the so- 
called anti-labor members are not 
talking about the same thing. 
Neither side wants to paralyze 
the nation's economy but each 
side is perfectly willing to use 
existing law and existing govern- 
mental influence to accomplish its 
ends. 


Thus the same group of labor 


leaders who argue that legisla- 
tion is of no avail in settling la- 
bor disputes overlook entirely the 
preamble and provisions of the 
Wagner labor relations laws with- 
out which organized labor could 
not possibly have increased its 
membership or collected millions 
of dollars in dues and initiation 
fees. 


What the pro-labor group is 


right in saying is that no man 
should 
be 
required 
to 
work 


against his will. That's a consti- 
tutional guarantee. But the con- 
stitution doesn't give any man or 
group of men. the right to force 
fellow workers into a union or 
keep them from working. 


It is the absence of law that 


is rapidly driving the American 
economic system into chaos. It is 
the desire for special privilege and 
immunity from legal prosecution 
for injuring the public interest 
which occasions such a vehement 
effort today to prevent Congress 
from enacting even the mildest 
of labor-regulation laws. . 


America is passing through a 


critical period. Some labor union 
eaders are as blind to what is 
happening as the prohibition lead- 
ers were during the decade of law- 
essness that followed the enact- 
ment of the. eighteenth amend- 
ment.

If you would like clear guidance 


as to the basis <3t the serious dif- 
ferences between Russia on the 
one hand and America and Britain 
on the other, you should study 
the following two paragraphs from 
Secretary of State Byrnes' report 
on the Paris meeting of the Big 
Four foreign ministers: 


"•Security is the concern of every 


nation. But the effort of one na- 
tion to increase its security may 
threaten the security of other na- 
tions and cause them in turn to try 
to increase their own security. The 
quest for security may lead to 
less rather than aiore security in 
the world. 
'It is in truth extremely difficult 


to know to what extent the ac- 
tion of any nation may be ascribed 
to'its quest for security or its de- 
sire to expand. But some so-called 
security moves on the diplomatic 
checker-board have not contrib- 
uted to a general sense of secur- 
ity." 


Secretary Byrnes leaves it to us 


to dot the I's and cross the T's. 
Still, without trying to read his 
mind, one finds plenty of light in 
this brief statement and the situa- 
tion looks to me about like this: 


As the war drew to a close it 


was obvious that there would have 
to be many readjustments—some 
territorial and others in the zones 
of influence—in order to provide 
security for. all nations. 
Natur- 


ally many of these readjustments 
were aimed at security against any 
possible rebirth. of German mili- 
tary power, and there was general 
agreement among the United Na- 
tions that such precautions '.vere 
legitimate. 
Also because Soviet 


Russia was emerging as the colos- 
sus of the eastern hemisphere it 
was tacitly conceded that her new 
status 
called 
for 
widespread 
changes. 


Need* Are Obvious 


As time has passed there have 


been differences of opinion among 
the Big Three as to the exact ex- 
tent of the realignments necessary 
for security. Actually there should 


not be any vast divergence of 
views, because the needs of secur- 
ity are fairly obvious to experts. 


However, as this column has 


been pointing out, the realign- 
ments which had been expected by 
the world at large were achieved 
for the most part some time ago. 
Russia pushed her aones of in- 
fluence far westward into cen- 
tral Europe and down into the 
Balkans. Her desire for entrance 
into the Mediterranean from the 
Black Sea also was freely ac- 
knowledged as legitimate. 


But Moscow has continued to 


push and reach, thus inevitably 
creating the question in the minds 
of the western Allies whether the 
Soviet Union was bent on expan- 
sion beyond the needs of .security. 
On the other hand, Russia has 
made it clear that she thinks Brit- 
ain and the United States are try- 
ing to prevent her from achieving 
her legitimate ambitions. 


Thus there have been suspicions 


on both sides. And those doubts 
have keep increasing and regis- 
tering themselves in the interna- 
tional conferences. 


One of the most serious differ- 


ences of the moment relates to 
the Soviet ambitions in the Medi- 
terranean. The question has arisen 
in tfie camp of the western Allies 
whether Moscow is aiming, not 
merely at gaining free access to 
the Mediterranean, but at assum- 
ing a position of dominance in that 
great inland sea through which 
passes England's imperial life-line 
to the east. That of course would 
be a direct challenge to British 
security—and Uncle Sam, for the 
sake of his own security if for no 
other reason, can't afford to see 
John Bull crippled. 


So we finally have arrived at 


the time when the western Allies 
are calling for a slow-down and a 
show-down. They have decided 
that they will give no more ground 
that isn't necessary for Russian 
security. America's attitude was 
clearly put by Secretary Byrnes 
when he said: 


"We must not try to impose 


our will on others, but we must 
make sure that others do not get 
the impression that they can im- 
pose their will on us."
